Cut Proposed 
For Hospital 
Building Cost

An economy plan to trim ?8 
million off the cost of the new 
Harbor General Hospital was 
recommended Tuesday by 
County Manager Lindon Holl- 
inger, after preliminary archi­ 
tects' estimates for the institu­ 
tion put the cost at $23 million.

Several cost cuts are neces­ 
sary to bring the cost of the 
new structure down to the 
$15,400,000 in bond funds ap­ 
proved by voters last year.

Hollinger said that half of 
an expected $5,000,000 cost for 
construction could be cut by 
consolidating the heating and 
refrigeration unit of the 700- 
hed hospital witli a laundry 
building. A new heating unit 
powered by hot water heating 
instead of steam would require 
'many engineering innovations 

and some short cuts," Holling- 
er said.

Drale, who has been endors­ 
ed by the powerful steelwork- 
ers union, business, and home- 
owners groups, claimed the 
mayor took the s'..m margin of 
victory as a mandate to run 
things as he saw fit.

"He brushed aside all tradi­ 
tion in the method of appoint­ 
ments and almost succeeded in 
saddling the city with a gran­ 
diose scheme for an immense 
public park. That scheme 
would not only have cost the 
taxpayers millions of dollars 
but it would have denied resi­ 
dents in other sections of the 
city the advantages o f smaller 
district j>arks, a program I 
always favored," Drale said.
